‘To remove the obfcurity with which they 
were veiled was worthy the noble Lord, and he trufted that, 
on the prefent occafion, the doubts he had, and which he con- 
fefled were very numerous, would be removed. 

Lord Stormont was certain the noble Lord would now gra- 
tify their Lordthips with a full and impartial explanation. The 
noble. Lord’s fituation in the government of this country af- 
forded him many opportunities of acquiring fuch information 
2s would’enable him to give fuch an explanation. He hoped, 
therefore, the noble’ Lord would come forward, and fatisfy 
their Lofdthips, which was more particularly expected from 
him, as being at the head of that department. 

The Lord Chancellor faid, hé difered fropr'the noble Lord 
who had juft fat down; his noble friend, if he recollected 
right, gave as full an explanation as the nature and circumftan- 
ces of the’ cafe adnfitted. So far as he was able to compre- 
hend the noble Secretary, he did not underftand that he ever 

avé any intimation of a fitther ‘explanation than what his 
Fordthip had given in the courfe of the debate in the Commit- 
tee, nor even the fmalleft reafon to expect it.. In his opinion 
the refolutions had undergone as full and as ample a difcuflion 
‘jn the Committee‘as was fafficient ; but whether they were fa- 
tisfactory or not, was for their Lordthips to. determine. The 
' ‘only queftion. now before them was, whether the report fhauld 
be agreed to; and till fome fubftantial objections were urged a- 
‘gainft it, he fhould think it but lofs of time to diffe. 

Lord Sidney replied with fome warmth to the noble Lords 
who had fo ftrenuoufly urged what he faid he was ‘very certain 
he had never given any reafon to expect. He condemned the 
manner in which he was called upon for an explanation, ‘The 
language of the noble.Lords feemed to him rather peevith and 

‘pérfoval, . He did not approve of what was faid by fome of 
their Lordfhips, when they expreffed themfelves in the man- 
ner_he had heard, namely, “* in my poor judgment fach a 
thing ought. to be this way or that way,” and immediately af- 
ter affert, that fuch judgment ought to be the criterion by 
which their: Lordhips fhould be decided in their opinion. He 
‘eontended that he had never given their Lordthips the leaft 
intimation of any further explanation, than he before gave in 
the Committee. 

Lord Stormont replied; {till perfifting in his firft opinién, 
_that the noble Secretary “had given every reafon to expect a 
_ further explanation. its, x ; 

Lord. Hawke faid a few wotds in exculpation of the noble 
Secretary. =. 

‘Earl Fitzwilliam urged the importance of the debate they

how affented. to would never come before their Lordthips a-.

His Grace then took an 
extenfive view of the refolutions and the arguments urged by 
the noble Lords in oppofition, who had afferted that there was. 
no neceflity for a commercial treaty.—To him fuch arguments 
appeared fo very trivial and tranfitory, that he thought it un- 
neceflary-to:take up their Lordthips time in giving any anfwer 
to them. He would, however, be glad to.tre{pafs on their 
Lordthips patience for a few moments. His Grace then fta- 
ted the different attempts that had been made to bring about 

. fach a meafure from the year 1778, tothe prefent period, both 
by Lord North and the Marquis of Rockingham, whofe death 
he fhould always mention with much concern, He then read 
the motion of addrefs, which the noble Marquis had moved in 

_the year 1782, wherein the commercial treaty. was mentioned. 
His Grace dwelt for fome time on this part of his fpeech, 

- obferving, that as an Englifhman, an Irifhman, or a Scotch-

In this-laft he condemned the condutt of adininiftra- 
tion as highly-impolitic and. abfurd. Inftead of healing any 
breach that. might bef d to exilt between the two coun- 
tries, the ‘prefent ugions‘were likely to increafe it, and to 
romote jéaloufy and difeord between them. Had the mini- 
Aer been anxious to catty properly into execution fo defire- 
able-an objet, they ought to have avoided a parliamentary dif 
cufhon, as in fuch a cafe the variety of opinion gives rife to in- 
numerable doabts and difficulties which are not eafily to be fur- 
mounted ; The proper method, therefore, of conducting fuch 
a bufinefs, in his opinion, was for adminiftration to move an 
addrefs to his Majefty, to'advife commiffioners to be appointed 
to treat with a like number on the part of Ireland, to enter in- 
toa negociation for forming fuch a fyftem as would lay the ba- 
fis of a bill, which, whenever brought before Parliament, might 
undergo fuch a difcuflion as the Parliament of both countries 
fhould think proper to give it.
